BeBr a Pure Article, but the Foreigii 
Brand I* Smppoied to CuutBin Adul- 
teration!—luqulry Into the Manufac- 
ture of the Beverage. 


Chicago, June 8.—One of the sugges- 


tions in the recommendations to be 
made by Senator Mason's pure food 
Investigating committee to the senate 
regarding the establishment o£ a na- 
tional pure food law will be in refer- 
tnce to the beer Imported into the 
United States. 


At the session of the committee the 


testimony was devoted principally to 
the manufacture of beer, and to wheth- 
er or not the beverage as turned out 
fcy the breweries of this country is in 
2HY way adulterated. 


The tsetlmony, whicji was given by 


representatives of the leading brewer- 
Sts of this city, seemed to satisfy the 
committee, which was made up of Sen- 
ator Mason alone, that the product in 
this country Is not adulterated, and is 
on the whole as pure an article as can 
be found among the drinks which are 
classed as intoxicants. It developed, 
however, that the absence of laws re- 
garding pure food and drink in this 
country left, an opening for other coun- 
tries to ship their impure goods here 
to be placed on the market for con- 
sumption: . •; 


Senator Mason of the pure food com- 


mission made the following positive 
statement: ': 
• 


"I wish to say that, first, this com- 


mission will prepare a bill compelling 
manufacturers of food products 
to 


mark' their goods for what they' are; 
(or instance, chicory must not be la- 
beled coffee, but chicory. 


"2. We will have in the bill a provi- 


sion that will absolutely prohibit the 
introduction of deleterious substances 
In food products, that which is delete- 
rious to be left to the evidence submit- 
ted by impartial scientific men. 


'3. I propose to otfer an amendment 
to the revenue bill which will abso- 
lutely prohibit the importation of food 
a.'iicles the sale o£ which is prohibited 
in the country from which they are 
aported."
